Great Damage Reported on 
United States Side Lo^s of 
Life Feared, ' 



'From every point- in tho Xorthwe^it 
with wliit'ii there is telr;dionic or tolo- 
grapbic counectiou, eiiiuo reports last 
iilght o{ ifierce 'forest flees. The moun- 
tains ncross tlio Straits and those of 
Vancouver Island, are verituble fur- 
naces, tires buniinj; in every direction. 
Fniin these came tlie heavy i)all of 
wnujke which hid the heavens yesterday 
anil innde night out of ilay. Some Idea 
of the jnagnitude of tlie liros can bo ob- 
tained when it is stated that ashes fell 
around tho outer wharf and at Oals 
(Buy. Much earlier than U8ual.it was 
found necessary to turn on the lights in 
liouses and stores, the smoke being 
thicker than it has been seen liere for 
years. The snme report came from Lbo 
cities of the .Sound, i.Mninland and Isi- 
aiid. 

Tlu' fires extend riglit ncross tho I-l- 
md, Alberni liaving been threatened 
for two days. Yesterday it was found 
necessary to dismiss tho school children, 
tho lire having reuehud Avithin a short 
distnnoo of tlio school house. A wire 
ecelved'from thero last ui'glit said there 
was a moderate t)reezo blowing, but that 
there 'vras no immediate danger. The 
whole community has teen organized in- 
to a tirc-liglitiiig l)rigade. ' 

('liming south, another diingeroiis fire 
^vas burning on both sides of tho rail- 
way track near Stratton's Crossing, and 
tho aerial tramway and ore bins of thci 
Tyee Jlining Company were tlireatened. 

For days there has been a big lire 
lurning at the head of Koksilali river, 
across Sliawnigan lake, and aloirg the 
'Sannicli arm, and in Highland district 
the wliole country is on tire, innnense 
clouds of smoke arising. It was said 
that tlie residences ot Messrs. Pike uud 
Diclcson, in Highland district, were in 
danger. Tho homes In tliia part of the 
country are sot in clearings, so that 
tliev might possibly be saved. Tliore is 
little water, however, with which, to 
tiglit lire. .V fire wns still burning near 
iColwood, and there wns a rumor yes- 
terda>' tliat tliree bouses at West Soo!:e 
liad been destroyed, Ibut this could not 
lie (Hinlirnied. there being no comnuuiica- 
tioii, e.Kcept by tlie stage, and the stage 
due yesterday lias not yet arrived, be- 
ing probably delayed by lire. At the 
iSunnnif, on tlio lino nf the R. & X. 
railway, some three thousand cords of 
wood belonging to Mr. Doverne, of this 
cit.v, is burning. 

Coming nearer homo, tlicre was a big 
fire burning all day yesterdny on Ad- 
mirals road, in the vicinity ot the Naval 
hospital. It at first threatened a row of 
cottages on the road, after having burn- 
ed in behind tliem, and then jumping 
the road, threatened the hospital. Chief 
M'alson, of the city Fire Department, 
went out with tho cbomienl engine l'r<im 
Victoria West, and succeeded in savin'g 
the cottages. When' the fire crossed the 
road. Chief Watson sent to the uavtil 
y.ird for assistance, and an engine and 
I'oinpany of bluejackets were sent over. 
Tliey h'lid tlio fire well under control 
whim tho chief left last evening. 

'Smaller fires are burning in all the 
surrounding districts, and on the islands 
of the Gulf. ' The sinolte was so thick 
that there was no tellling from whicb 
direction most of it was coming, ibnt 
e:ii'h point contributed its share. A 
good shower of rain is now sadl^ need- 
ed, for until it comes thero can be no 
relief. 

A'CUOSS TlIF .SOCXO. 
'.Seattle, (Sept. lli.— (Special)— Seattle, 
Taooma and Portland have been in 
dailtness all day. A dense cloud of 

smoke overhangs the entire, ■western 
slope of Washington and Oregon. l''or- 
esl lircs are burning fiercely in the 
mountains and foothills and in some 
cases villages and towns are threatens 
The situation is very serious, and it 's 
leared that soin(> lives may have been 
saeriliced. Hundreds of thousands i-f 
dollars have been lost already, and ic.i- 
inense tracts of line tinilier !■ re being 
destroyed with no immediate reiief in 
siglit.

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Tho ciible .s^0nmeF. Ooiohfa— tho largest 
cable vessel in' tho world— reached Esqui- 
malt yesterday uiorning from Green- 
wich Avith ;!,,>40 miles of cable on board, 
specially cuiistrncted at the works of the 
i'acifie Cable & IMaiuteunnco conipjtuy 
for the I'aidlic cable. The Coloma, 
t;apt. iWoodcock, left the Thames en 
route hero ou .Inly J(l, aud voyaged via 
tho Suez canal, l*ort Said, Colombo, 
Siiiijapore and VoMuima to this port. 
She experienetnl e'><'«' weatlier through- 
out with tho e.Kceptiou of a southwest 
gale encountered about u week after 
leaviug Yokohama, when the steamer 
was shaken up by a stortii, but uo dam- 
age resulted. ' The Colonia is coaling 
from scows at Esiiuiiualt, and on (Mon- 
day will steam to Biimtield crock, 
where the cable is to be landed on Viin- 
couver Island. Tho Coloniii will be an- 
chored in tho A\'ost Coast inlet, about 
a mile or thereabouts from shore, aiid 
then two boats's crews will take the end 
of the ;!,i")lU miles of cable, ashore aud 
secure it at the station, which is fast 
a|>proacliin.Lr completion at that point. 
The boat's crews will, on leaving' rtlie 
Colonia, laki — eiudi of them, in itlie 
nei.nhborlioml of live hundred fathoms of 
strong ..Manila ro[H', and the Urst boat 
will have a monster load block, which 
will bo ilirmly secured,- to* n, largo tree or 
rock ashore, and by menus of link swivels' 
the end of the long cable will bo at- 
tindied to this rope and hauled ashore. 
Tli(> swivels will keep the turns of the 
cable from kiiikin.L,' as the cidls unwihd 
from around the .;,'roat drums in the 
massive lank. The landing party will 
heave the calde ashore b.v means of 
till! lojie and specially built blocks, and 
the shore end will be secured in place 
at the cable building. The shore end, 
wliK li is ubout three inches in diameter 
—nearly three times the thickness of tho 
deep sea eabli^ — will be encased in shaft- 
ing, which Will be continually Hooded to 
lirevent danger to' tUe'cable'lu tUo event 
of a dire on ''shbrc. "Wheu 'the cud is 
secured and the section between sliori! 
ami slii[i. buoyed up with a hundred or 
more barrels— the couunon coal oil bar- 
rel with a speciall.v ciuistructed rint; to 
hold the cable iilloat— the landing party 
will then roturii to the steamer, and re- 
port. When examination by the cn.iji-. 
iiecrs shows that all is secure, the 
landing party will gradually knock 
away the barrids buoying up the cable, 
which will sink with its own ^veight as 
the buoys are fern away. When the 
cable, liriiily secured in iiliico ashore, has 
embedded itself iu the loumj- bottom of 
Uaiiiheld creek, the big cable steamer 
will get under way, nud— sloVly at first— 
tho cable will be let out from -the wheel 
which lends it over the port side of tlie 
bia- vessel's stern. ' 

The cable is kept In "our huge tauks 
iu the hold of the steamer. Kach tank 
contains a largo spool— like metal drum 
— what tho cable people call tho eye of 
the tank— around which the section of 
cablo contained iu that tank, is coiled, 
cod on coil without one coil overlapping,' 
the other. Above, near the top of the 
open lialcu abovi! tho tauk, is a "sjdder 
wheel" over which the cable is led to 
heavy metal spools which carry tho 
cable forward along the gangways of 
the port side, to the paying out gear on 
the,. after, deck of the steamer. Th'ure 
stand t>vo. heavy and solid-lookiug uia- 
chines— witli,, pOM'erf ill double capstan 
gear— on' whose big drum the cubic winds 
three times aftep being . led' over the 
many rollers, nad'theh piissing oVer au- 
othor roller, tho cablo is rolled on to the 
dymimonieter, 
to whiel 
being pay 

file cable passes over another roller to 
ilie wheel standing on the grating over 
the .-.tern of the steamer, ami thus it is 
paid out, nii',»' after mile at the ra'e of 
alxmt ci^'ht knots a day. 

Thus tho cable day after day will be 
paid out from tlie tanks, or ratlier iil- 
lowed to dra.LT itself out by dint of lis 
own Weight as the steamer goes forward 
aloiii; tile course which the iKritisii sur- 
vey steamer I'jijeria and cable steamer 
Britanma have tiiapped out. The i!,GI(l 
miles of cable is not of one thickness, it 
being siwelully construeteU to meei: tho 
reiiuiremeuts of the dih'erent depths, and 
I lie greater depth of water tho less (the 
iiiickneis of tliu cable. The shallower 
the water the thicker the cable. The 
calde Will be continually conuected with 
the linely sensitized instruments iu the 
testing room on tho main deck of the 
vessel, where ii stalf of electriciaus aud 
tele^-raphers ^vill be constantly on duty 
during the work. Tests will be kept 
up, a. id it the iiislriiiiiciits ilenole liny 
Haw or leakage, the work wil! bo at 
once siopiied, uiid if uecessarv the cablo 
that has heen paid out can be picked up 
a^^aiu by the. powerful picking up gear 
(Ui the steam dmilile capstans, wliich 
more powerful tliiin the payiiii; out pear 
at the after end of the Uoloiiia can haul 
thu cable bnck from the deep sea, and 
wmd it nrouud the drums 01 the mas- 
sive capstan. There repairs can be ef 
tected, and the cable again i.aid out. 

The Colonia is provided with a series 
of heavy metal cuu buoys, big steel 
liuoys standing 10 or 12 feet iu height. 
I o these buoys are nttl.ted big wicker 
work tops with pennants of different 
colors, nioslly red. with either a. white 
or .dack li,-il| in im,. centre, and for use 
alter nightfall (iiflercnt cobired lamps are 
allixed t(. ilie loji.s of the buovs. if a 
ile:c(.'l IS loiiihi ,1, the ciibb--;ind it is 
not oflen tli;it siicli is the case- i be Imoy 
with the re(i bag and white bell is put I 
out lo mark the spot where the work 
stoj>iii.(l, while the other liuov with the 
black ball in its red Hag, is placed at 
tho spot where tho cable must be picked 
up to repair the defect. Any fault or 
Haw thrt may occur, whether through 
the heating of the guttn pprclia covering 
ot the cable, or other efluse, is iit onco 
sliouii when the little sparks tell of a 
•'eak ill the testing room, and, as fSb 
cable is most thoroughly tested there 
heloro it is paid out ,lt is not often— in 
fact lui very r.-jre occasions— that tho 
cable must be picked up agnin for re- 
pairs. When the -Vnglia was Inying her 
length of cable the slopiiagcs for re- 
l>:iirs were very few, and it is not 
ibougbt that there will be much liitch in 
tlio work of drupiiiiig out the deep soa 
cable wliiidi is to connect N'ancouver 
fslaiid and Faniiiug Island, and bring 
the Colonies closer together. 

The cable steamer Anglia is to meet 
tho Colonia at Honolulu, to which port 
tho Anglia Is now en route. The Co- 
lonia will Idy her. cable from Bamfield 
creek to within bhe hundred miles of 
b'aiiniii.iLj Island, where the end - will be 
buoyed and moored with a mushcooui 
anchor, and tho conne'etiug ' link will 
be completed by the steamer Anglia. 
which will spli(.-o iicr cable to the 'end 
of the Colonia's cable ami will land tho 
end at the b'auning Island station beforo j 
connecting b'anning Island wilb Xorfork I 
Island, wliic-h will ho the last streteli oi' ) 
tho cablo to be laid. The work will be 
kept up day iind night on the Colonia, 
the ship's company of 14,') men being 
divided into two watches, one of which 
will work in the day time and the other 
at night. The cable, mnv iiiiiiierseii in 
water to prevent heating, in tho four 
tanks, will be paid out iirst from the lor- 
Wi^rd hutch, workmen standing by to re- 
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ulsto or iCase.lje strain to which the 
lung line Ui subfictedtjts the -water deep- 
ens or shnllowrf- The' third hutch wnl 
luen bo iHiid olt, aud then thu fourth, 
the secoud beini the Ijjst jto be passed 
out.

Tlie Cidonia' was 
built to the ordir of the Telegraiih Con-

.Newcastle. Tie vessel is tiie largest 
cable ship iillo(:, having a deiuhvcigiil 
capacily ot iieaily 11,0011 tons and being 
ciiimble of carr.uig abunl 4,iJLKJ nautical 
miles of cablo !u lour large tanks built 
up in her hobs. Xot even tho tireat 
i'^asteru— thouiji her dispiaceuient was 
much yaster-^ould-^indi room^ior JhiT 
the milcuae 0/ tuWe^^vhich the' Colonia 
will be able ciMiilortajily carry. Tuis 
in itself is a striking 'evidonce of tlie 
iniiirovemeiit 11 shipbuiluing, f(jr the re- 
sults have b(!-n achieved without any 
loss uf speed (r sacrilice to beauty. Tiie 
C'oloiiia is iiid'cd a vessel of conimand- 
mg and alineiivo apiiearani-e, having 
tlie symme'irral lines and linisli of a 
liigli-ciass pi^seiiger vessid. Captain 
Cam, rile coiimodore cainain oi the 
■I'eiegrapn coupany, says she is also a 
most salisfaclory sou boat as comiiarcd 
with the tireit Kusteru and the earlier 
cablo ships ii which he served. In her 
series ot trilU trips Olf the Tyne over tlio 
measured mile oft' St. Mary's Island, she 
averaged a speed, of 14»/j knots on a 
horse power of 5,300.j OJUlS ' WtisCCousid- 
ered very satisfactory as the contract 
speeil of thu vescel was 12 kuots. 

The Coloila has a novel appearance.

rooms., dJelow tho main deck in the 
h(d(ls ire the four huge cable tanks, and 
also tie fresh water tanks, etc.. etc. 
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The prop'Olling niiichinery was also 
constrii'tcil uy .Mossr.s. Wigham iiicliiird- 
soii \- ho., Ltd., ami comsists of two sets 
of triil(> expansion engines working at 
a pie.'+iure of ]!)Olbs. per siiuarc inch. 
I 111! a'lxihary iuachinery. ini tho eugiue 
room Is of 11 vcrj- ■ conipl'eto ■ character, 
comprising aid pumps, centrifugal cir- 
culating pumps, feed puinns, feerl water 
lieatei-s. Illlers, evaporato'rs, and distil- 
ler.s, as well as the usual ballast, bilge 
ami service pumps. The dock machinery 
iiicliuhs very iiuwerfnl steam donblo 
capstan cablo gear and eight steam 
wiiH-hi-s, all of which are driven by a 
1 orizo:ital winch boiler. The navigntiou 
of the ship will he ellectcd bv Itrown's 
telouiotor gear, controlled from the wheel 
house on the Hying bridge, and from the 
steering gear house aft, aud by a very 
coiiipleio installation of telegraphs wbicii 
will ivgnbite both the helm and the 
eiiginei. In addition to the usual outfit 
of luidoiats and smaller boats, a steam 
laiinch is carried.
